Two handsome young men and a 
pretty gal comprise The Cheers. They 
are Gil Garfield, twenty-two years old, 
a native of Los Angeles, California, 
who just recently attended the Univer- 
sity of Southern California; Bert Con- 
vv, who’s also twenty-two and has just 
completed his studies at the University 
of California at Los Angeles (his home- 
town is in St. Louis, Missouri), and 
Susan Alen, a beautiful and shapely 
blond who hails from Hollywood, Calif. 
All through their high school years Gil 
and Bert studied music and performed 
in an amateur capacity — then, just a 
year ago, with the help of talented 
arranger - conductor - composer “Buddy 
Bregman, they were whisked into a 
studio and cut four masters. The very 
next day they were heard by Capitol 
Records “big wigs” — and a date was 
set for recording. 


Their first wax effort consisted of 
their three fine voices, plus a bass

This two-sided 
platter was a hit almost overnight, and 
it played its part in opening those real 
tight doors te musical stardom. “I Need 
Your Lovin’ (Bazoom)” sold more 
than 500,000 copies, and thusly had 


record fans. the world over clamoring 


~ for more of the same — and more of 
-thessame came! '

The McGuires started their profes- 
sional career touring the United States, 
entertaining at Army camps and vet- 
eran’s hospitals during the Second 


- World War. Then, following a series of 


club dates all over Ohio, Chris, Dottie 
and Phyl held a family conclave and 
decided to head for New York to try 
their luck in the “big time.” And luck 
was with them, for only two weeks 
after arriving in the big city, they met 
the famous arranver-composer, Gordon 
Jenkins. Jenkins heard them sing and 
he was “gone” on them. They then ap- 
peared on “Godfrey’s Talent Scouts,” 
and Arthur was so impressed with 
them that he made the McGuires a 
steady act on his shows. The girls re- 
cord for Coral records and have had 
many big hits on that label —their 
current clicks being “Give Me Love” 
and “He.” 

The McGuire Sisters deeply respect 
and admire Arthur, and they are deeply 
appreciative for all the wonderful 
things he has done for them — includ- 
ing sound advice whenever they needed 
such. However the aspect of admiration 
is not onr-sided, for Mr. Godfrey has 
on more than one occasion pronounced 
a Sek that “his gals” are among his 
real “true blue” friends.

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THE PLATIERS 


The popular music scene of today is 
boomin’, swoonin’, bumpin’ and jumpin’ 
with the frantic ‘sounds of Rhythm & 
Blues “jive.” The words “Rhythm” and 
“Blues” somehow seem to strike a 
meaning in the minds of most people 
as being lively, foot-stomping music; 
but this is not so, as such fine vocal 
aggregations as The Platters are en- 
deavoring to prove. 


The (musical) Platters had three big 
Rock ’n’ Roll ditties on the Federal 
Label entitled “Maggie Doesn’t Work 
Here Anymore,” “Love All Night” and 
“Veo-Vce-Ah” — all were on that up- 
beat kick. Then a Mercury Records 
talent scout caught their act down San 
Francisco way and immediately signed 
the group to his label. After. much 
deliberation and searching, a song 
Wich was written by Buck Ram was 
chosen to be The Platters’ first disking 
for the “Mere” organization.
